Modern Drama Much More 
Complex Than That of 
Put 

DR. HAMILTON 

Element of Setting Added to 
Action and Character in 
Present Day Plays 

Moflfrn dràmà is mu^h m» com- 
plex than that erf Sheridan. said Br. 
Clayton Hamilton in sn nddrews at 
tho Rayai Victoria College yesterday 
afternoon but whether We have pain- 
ed anything i« for future fenerations 
to decide. Porvonally, he declared, 
when he saw a p)ay of Sheridan's he 
ys felt as though someone had 
opened the windows and he breathed 
the frr-sti air opsin. 

The present prodtKtior. of "The 
Rivals" which is coming to Montreal, 
is, he said, probably the 'incît pro- 
duction in Lie l r nited £*iate« in fifty 
years of that play which ranks a* one 
of vb*»three greatest comeSics of the 
eighteenth century. 

It is a matter of regret, he thought, 
that the opportunities of seeing preat 
plays of the pas: are fewer t.han they 
used :p be. "With the present opport- 
unity before us we can study at first 
hand the drama of the pas: and com- 
pare the play of a hundred and fifty 
yeans ago with the play? of modem 
times. There are certain technical 
differences between the drama of 
Sheridan's day and of our own, es- 
sential differences in construction, in 
kt.he task of the craftsman. 

It is much more difficult to plan a 
'contemporary play than it was to play 
a play in the eighteenth century, but 
it does not follow, the speaker point- 
ed out. that wSiat is more difficult is 
more worth doing. First he dealt wi:h 
the comparative eate of Sheridan's 
task and his accomplishment of it. 
Prom a technical standpoint, "The 
Rivals" was an easy play to plan out 
The only difficult task was r.fae writ- 
ing of the dialogue, "out when it Is 
granwd tihat Sheridan was the wittiest 
man of his time that task was not 
ho difficult. He could have written it 
in two months. To write a modern 
j piay in that time would be ar. almost 
\ inconceivable accomplishment. 

The presentation of a play in Sherl- 
dan' f time was also comparatively 
Btniplé. The parts were easy to act, 
and afforded the actors opportunity 
of impressing their audience. There 
if no difficulty in staging "The Rivals' 
because the Sheridan stage itself was 
a very simple affair- Scenery con- 
sisted of background and wings. 
Actors went on and off by walking 
through the walls. There wus no im- 
pression of rooms off stage. When an 
actor left the stage, no one thought ol 
inquiring where he was going. He 
simply left the play. When he .re- 
entered the audience never aciked 
where he had boen. They didn't cure. 

In interiors, the furniture was the 
simplest, only that being on the stage 
that was actually used in the acti.n. 
There was none to furnish the room 
or make it look natural . 

Ordinarily In those days there was 
a different play put on each ni^ht 
and the same furniture wa» used 
night after night. A chair might be in 
a rich man's room one night and in 
poor man's the next, but it would be 
the same chair. It was jut* a chair to 
sit down on. If in the courtie of the 
action of 'The Kivals" the .curtain 
went up on a scene with a bench for 
two people on the t»tagc, the audience 
would immediately know that two 
people were going to sit on that 
bench; otherwise it would not be 
there. 

This simple setting In Sheridan's-: 
time which had been described exist- 
ed behind the line of the curtain. But 
the curta.n was placed sopie distance 
back on the stage. A bare platform 
bluged out about, ten feet in front of 
the curtain. The old thea/trui, the 
Convent Garden and Drury Ivine were 
very large, and the only lighting pos- 
sible, was by lamps or candles. A pool 
ol light, or focu*. was thrown on the 
stage Just in front of the curtain, and 
if an actor had an important scene to 
play he had to come out arid stand n 
the focus of light. To illustrate the 
Importance of the focus in tihe old 
stage Dr. Hamilton related an anec. 
dote of the famous actor Keune. As 
Othel'.o, Keanc played the scene where 
he fights with Um>, with tremendous 
■fierceness. In complimenting him 0:1 
this performance a friend remarked 
that he thought he y/up going to kill 
the other actor- "Yes, damn him" 
replied Keanc 'he tried to push »'.t 
out of the focus."

Algebra. Elementary Geology, 
Arabic Numerals, Date 
From Middle Ages 

•'The -medieval man was extremely 
practical" said Dr. Waugh in address- 
ing a large audience in the Physical 
Building last evening on the topic of. 
"Science in The Dark and Middle 
Ages." 

The period from the fall of Rome 
M761 to the discovery - of America 
(Î4BÏ) roughly speaking, a thousand 
yeare may be taken as the period 
known to historians as the Middle 
Ages. 

This period of a thousand years 
didn*t add much to man's scientific 
knowledge. The medieval man how- 
ever was extremely practical, and he 
is responsible in a large degree for the 
introduction and perfection of plumb- 
ing, spectacles, clocks and waitohe3. 
etc. Edison taid the lecturer and other 
great inventors of our day would be 
looked upon with awe and reverence 
in the -Middle-Ages. Knowledge for 
Its own sake attracted very lew people

But when new lessons of navigation 
had been learned a new sea was await- 
ing new masters: the Atlantic was the 
new Mediterranean and England was 
the new Rome. Seven and a half years 
ago. when the Armlst'ce was -Mgned 
we saw an epoch dawn in the his- 
tory of the world, as the Atlantic took 
the place of the Mediterranean the 
Pacific took the place of the Atlantic. 
We have hardly yet grasped the im- 
portance of the tremendous change 
that has been wrought. The chango 
that Is turning Canada about and 
makiTie Vancouver the front door of 
North America- 

Politically the question scarcely 
seems to be debatable: the disarma- 
ment treaty of Washington allocated 
to the Hrtlsh Empire, America and 
Japan, battle fleets of a strength cal- 
culated as far as possible in the ratio 
û-5-.'i.

The Middle Ages tried to 
understand Greek thought and build 
on its foundations. It was from the 
Greeks that medieval man got .hie. 
astrology and his magic. Peter of 
SptUn by profession a physician, liv- 
ing during this period, wrote a text- 
book called "The Treasury of the 
Poor." J>iter this gentleman became 
Pope John XXI. Another great ec- 
clesiastic, Albeit the Great who died 
in 1280 established a school at 
Cologne, Peckham later. Die Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury , wrotv a pro- 
found study on optics'. All this dis- 
prove* the curreni theory thai Hie 
church did not favor all this scien- 
tific enquiry. 

Tht great question in the .Middle 
Ages was JuM how far one. could %0 
without getting Into hot water •with 
tho .secular authorities. We have only 
one Isolated case of u sclentla: being 
hurnt during Mils whole period and 
this gentleman it appears was an old 
offender- The great work of the Mid- 
dle Ages was to transmit to our gen- 
eration the scientific laws of l.lie 
ancient world . 

Leonardo of Plso, an eminent 
malhomaylc.lon and physicist, wore 
several O'eatlsea on Algebra. He also 
introduced Arabic numerals Into 
Europe, in conclusion. I,he contribu- 
tions of the Middle Ages to scientific 
thought, was Algobru, Arable numeinln 
itnd elemunl.ary geology and optics. 
Roger Bacon Is the outstanding figure 
of the whole period. Bis Idea of ap- 
plying the experimental levil to nalur.ij 
laws v/as certainly jmyel and It Intro- 
duced u now era In scientific develop- 
ment. .

Tin; Portugese, Miss Wilson pointed 
mil. were the pioneers of the Indian 
trade; all the un Hons which followed 
had Hie way paved for them, — both 
from the commercial and the Imperial 
po'.nl or view. The speaker showed 
that conditions at. the time In Por- 
tugal were such as to compel expan- 
sion outside Pnrope and .that, simul- 
taneously, the contemporary political i 
state of India, was such as to favor 
Knropo and commerçai Interference- 
The arrival and the early dayu of the 
Portugese traders having been dis- 
posed of, the governorships of Albu- 
querque were dwelt on, the reasons 
for the abandonment of the purely 
commercial policy In favour of that 
of territorial conquest being g'ven. 
Quotations from conn mpornry sources 
were rend Illustrating the influence of 
his personality, no less than his br ad 
grasp of Ind'an affairs and his gran- 
diose imperialistic schemes. Prof. 
Morse Stephens estimate of Mm being 
quoted "Albuquerque, the greatest of 
all tho Portugese heroes in India, who 
owes h's fume to the fact that he was 
a. great and far-seeing statesman as 
well as a bravo warrior." The policies 
of his successors were treated in such 
a way as to show what part they 
played in the final downfall of the 
Portugese influence. During the Por- 
tugese teg'me tho missionary activi- 
ties of tho Prunciscans and or the 
Jesuits were remarkably successful, 
tho •missionaries penetrating to remote 
and unknown .corners of the peninsula. 
The attempts nt wholesale prosoiytism 
and the Introduction of the Inquisition 
were mentioned. Having shown the ef- 
fect that 'ho union ot the Portugese 
Crown with that of Spain, had on the 
Indian policy. Miss Wilson summed 
up tho causes, internal and external 
of the downfall of the once glorious, 
commercial Umpire- ' 

Miss II. llulg, in opening her taper, 
explained that It was not her pur- 
pose to go over the well-known out- 
lino of the history of the East India 
Com Pliny, but, to present a few in- 
teresting and less known side- lights. 
Accordingly tho speaker road incidents 
from many contemporary letters ami 
accounts concerning tho organization 
and early voyages of tho first Past 
India Co-, of Loudon. Originally each 
voyago had Its own individual sub- 
mirituers, but Inter this was found un- 
satisfactory and u joint stock com- 
pany was formed. Much against their 
will the directors found it iiecp.tSiiry 
lo sanction 'territorial possess on, 
merely to maintain Iholr trading pur- 
poses. Tho gradual expansion of. the 
company's Influence over the grout 
Mogul's domain was outlined- Most 
diverting stories were read from tho 
records of Sir Thomas Hoc, who was 
James l's fully accredited ambassador 
at the court of Dulhl. Ol" tho difficul- 
ties result'ng from the illegal compe- 
tition of "Interlopers" or purely pri- 
vate traders, Mi&s Hulg proceeded to 
toll; among these. intorlmprrs was 
Thomas Pitt, who later Joined the 
Company. During the period ot civil 
strife In lOngland the Company with 
ittnar.lng tact mummed to steor a sate 
course and was always in favour, Fol- 
lowing a period nt depression owing 
to n short-sighted policy the Company 
entered one of prosperity under the 
guidance of .John and Joslah Child. 
Wllh the Increase In wealth thorp Is 
a corresponding increase In officiai 
pomp and importance With tho break- 
up of tho. Mogul Umpire the Prench 
uutfirod Ihu field; tho story of Olive's 
successful oamtialgus against them 
wns mentioned --- U was h.s maxim 
thm "the |it lines of Ihu country must, 
lu a great measure, ho dependent on 
ns or W« totally dependent on 
thorn. Tito idea of I hp Company ns

ment in Montreal. 

Professor LeMesurier. after point- 
ing out that one of the main difficul- 
ties to overcome in Town Planning 
was the pecularlties o( the land laws, 
stated that the laud tenure law of 
Quebec had always recognised the 
right of tile individual to enjoy his 
property In as complete liberty as is 
compatible with the rights of adjoin- 
ing proprietors and the Interests of 
the community. 'These rights and 
Interests are becoming more numer- 
ous and important as life becomes 
more complex, and unless the law is 
to hinder progress is must find a way 
ot giving effect to them." 

Keferring in particular to the plan- 
ning of Montreal on Town Planning 
lines, Mr. LeMesurier said that "the 
powers necessary to make town plan- 
ning effective are under the exclu- 
sive jurisdiction of tho province. In 
Montreal and City Council has ade- 
quate authority not only within the 
city limits, but in 
other municipalities, over tho entire 
island to secure any desired result." 
The lecturer then took up the machin- 
ery for using these powers which he 
considered unsuitable. Ho suggested 
that "some form of metropolitan com- 
mission responsible to the Provincial 
govornmont — along the lines of the 
Central Protestant School Board or 
Tho Provincial Board ot Health dir- 
ecting and controlling tho local boards 
is needed to secure far-slghtod and 
officient planning. 

"In order to obtain stability of land 
values" went on Professor LeMesu- 
rier "it is necessary to onsùro a cer- 
tain permit nonce In character to the 
districts. This can bo obtained by 
building restrictions imposed by law, 
or us tho result of agreement? or by 
leasing property on long term leases 
expiring at tho same time. These 
methods may bo adapted to meet 
varying conditions. In all cases the 
end sought should bo stability for a 
reasonable time coupled with elasti- 
city to iheet changing conditions." 

Bonn Mnekuy of tho Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science who presided, announc- 
ed that tho next lecture would be 
given by Mr. John Kitchen, Hon. Sec- 
retary of the Town [Manning Instr- 
uite of Canada, on Friday afternoon, 
tho subject lielng 'The TochnUtue ot 
Town Planning."

The rot of the College Is recruited 
from thie class of ."Ineffectives." the 
loafer, the gambler, the drunk the 
cemplainer and' the knocker; He is 
the college criminal; 

The disastrous position of the col- 
lege criminal and his unfortunate at- 
titude of mind are too often not m 
be blamed on the individual, We 
therefore attempt, to explain the ori- 
gin of the "Ineffective."

war between- Japan and Auuvica 
Canada would stand in the place of 
llelgium: she must cither be a tram- 
pled neutrality, or take one or other 
of the sides at vuriance.
